» Airanslation of the Gospel df St, John 
into the Bengalee language has been ex- 
ecuted by Mr. Ellerton, of Malda, a gen- 
tleman thoroughly acquainted with that 
dialect, and a hope is expressed that the 
remainder will soon follow. 

The residue of the 5000 copies of the 
Tamul New-Testament, print y the 
Calcutta Bible Society, have been sent 
to Madras for distribution. At Tranque- 
bar, and at Madras, these Testaments 
t have been thankfully received. 

The Malayalim version of the four 
Gospels, printed ‘at Bombay, has been 
distributed among the members of the 
Syrian church. The revision ofthe re- 
maining books of the New-Testament in 
this dialect, had been retarded ; but it is 
hoped, that by the aid of Rambar Joseph, 
a priest in Travancore, eminent for ty 
and learning, it will be accomplished 
without farkér delay. Major Munro, 
Resident at Travancore, and Colonel de 
Morgan, have aided this work.

In China, the Rev. R. 
Morrison, having nearly circulated the 


| 2000 copies of his Chinese New-Testa- 


ment, has entered on a duodecimo edi- 
tion. He bas also finished a translation 
of the book of Genesis. 

The committee have voted 1000/. to 
assist these efforts. The Rev. Mr. Sup- 
per, Secretary to the Java Bible Society, 
states that the Chinese there read the 
New-Testaments, which they received 
from the Rev Mr. Milne, with eagerness 
and delight. 

Of the Arabic Bibles and Testaments 
sent to Java, a considerable number have 
been sold: some of the Arabian mer- 
chants and Sheiks are described as site 
ting whole nights together, reading them 
with the greatest auention. One mer- 
chant actually delayed hisdeparture from 
Ratavia for many days, in order to read @ 


| Bible he had received from Mr. Supper, 
| with tranquility and reflection ; be. pro- 


mised to recommend ittohis countrymen. 

The sum of 2202, has been received 
from the Bible Society in the island of 
Mauritias, in payment for Dibles and 
Testaments sent thither. This fs a 
proof of the circulation of the Scriptures 
in that island. 

The Missionaries at Eimeo, in the 


| South Seas, have translated the Gospel 
| of St. Luke into the Taheitan language ; 
| and the (London) Missionary Society has 


sent thither a printing press and types, 
with a missionary who understands the 
business of printing. The committee 
have supplied the paper for printing this 
translation. The information on which 
this grant was made, states, that in the 
school at Eimeo there are 300 pupils, 
mostly adults. 


Ill. DOMESTIC DEPARTMENT. 

Within the United Kingdom the ob- 
ject of the Institution continues to excite 
an increasing interest in the public mind ; 
and while by. means of Auxiliary and 
Branch Societies, and Associations, local 
wants have becn largely supplied, the 
contributions from these sources have 
enabled the committee to extend the 
benefits and efficiency of the Society 
abroad. 

The number of new Societies during 
the Jast year is comparatively small, as 
the ground Iecft unoccupied necessarily 
contracts its dimensions. 

The total namber of new Auxiliary 
Societies is twenty-two, exclusive of 
Branch Societies. The contributions 
derived from these new Auxiliaries, ad~ 
ded to those received from Societies ex- 
isting at the ¢late of the last Annual Gen- 
eral Meeting, amounted to 55,4502. 

The committee in recording the detail 
of this liverality, express their obliga- 
tions to Almighty God, who has dispo- 
sed the hearts of the inhabitants of the 
United Kingdom, notwithstanding the 
pressure of the times, and the yarious 
calls of a kindred nature, to administer 
so bountifully ‘to the spiritual wants of 
their Christian brethren at home and a- 
broad; and they recognise init, with 
heartfelt pleasure, the influence of that 
holy book, the circulation of which it is 
directed to promote. .

The Hiberaian Bible Society also has 
continued its exertions, daring the past 
year, to circulate the Scriptures among | 
all classes. “Between 20 and 30,000 Bi- 
bles and Testaments have been issued 
from its depository since the last anniver- | 
sary, in addition to more than 200,000 | 
copics amecedently dispersed. Many 
thousends mere were called for, which | 
the depressed state of their funds render- 
éd it impossible to supply. 

- The committee have recently accom- 
plished an object, which had long been 
considered as highly dcsirable—the uni- 
on of all the offices of the Society in one 
establishment. The offer ofa suitable 
premises in Earl-street, Blackfriars, on 
advantageous terms, afforded the com- | 
mittee an opportunity.ef carrying their | 
purpose into effect. The Society are | 
now in possession of a set of commodious 
‘offives: for carrying on the business in 
every department, centrally situated, and 

ombining every preposed convenicncc, 

t an expense, which by the annual sav- | 

ng in the depository, commission, and | 

other charges, will be gradually replaced. 

Tne Society’s Biblical Library, which | 
is now-very valuable, has inthe new ¢s- 
tablishment, a commodious room allot- | 
ted to it, where the books will be suita- | 

ly classed and arranged. The commit- | 
tee solicit from the friends of the Institu- | 
tion both abroad and at home, such ver- 
sions of the Scriptures as may be likely | 
‘to assist in promoting the general design ; | 
and a regular supply of the Annual Re- | 
ports of all Auxiliary or kindred Socie- | 
ties, in every part of the world. 

It would occupy too much space te 
state the bodies and individuals in differ- 
ent parts’ of Europe, Asia, Africa, and | 
America, tu whom copies of the Scrip- 
tures have been sent for sale or gratuitous 
distribution. The general statement of 
the copies of the Scriptures issued from 
March 31, 1815, to March 31, 1816, is 
138,168 Bibles, 110,068 Testaments: | 
making the total issued, from the com- 
‘mence ment of the Institution, to the last | 
mentioned: period, 654,427 Bibles, 828, 
546 Testaments ; in all, 1,482,973 co- 
pics, exclusive of about 75,500 copies - 
circulated at the eharge of the Society, 
from depositorics abroad, making a total 
of about 1,558,000 copies, already circu. | 
lated by the British and Foreign Bible | 
Society. 

The Appendix to the Report contains 
-an immense mass of highly interesting | 
matter. It consists of 276 closely printed 
payes, filled with intelligence of the 
weiyhtiest import from every quarter of | 
the globe. We have only room, at pre- | 
sent, for one or two extracts. 

The following is part of a letter of 
the Secretary of the Moscow Bible So- 
ciety, dated in July, 1815. » | 

« Permit me wo give you some news 
concerning our Branch. Lately we re- 
ceived four thousand rubles from the 
Bishop of Perma, collected by him for 
our Society in Siberia. From many oth- 
er quarters money is coming into our
